RESULT OF THE BEPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Torexa, Kas., April 1.—The result of theState 
Convention is vigorously commented upon by 
the delegates, many of whom still in the 
city. The Grant boomers feel somewhat exas- 
perated over their signal defeat, and are not in- 
clined to accede to the dictation of their oppo- 
nents. They claim that under the call for the 
National Convention each Congressional District 
is entitled to select two delegates and two al- 
ternates, and that a ruling to this effect was 


made at the Cincinnati Convention four years | 
rt ago. They propose to insist upon that right. 


The Third District delegates, at their 
meeting this morning, decided to elect two 
delegates under the Nationa! call, and send them 
to Chicago to contest the seats of two of the 
Blaine delegates regularly elected by the Con- 
vention last night. The delegates in this dis- 
trict stood fifty-nine for Grant and fifty-three 
for Blaine. The Second Congressional District 
has a much larger majority for Grant, but they 
have not taken any action yet further than the 
appointment of an Advisory Committee. They 
will probably call a District Convention within 
the next few daysand choose delegates to Chi- 
cago favorable to Grant. They will be 
SUPPLIED WITH CREDENTIALS 

from the district organization, and will claim 
seats under the call for a National Convention. 
This is the program that has been agreed upon 
to-day. If they cannot secure seats they intend 
to make a contest in order to shut the ten 


Blaine men out of amy voice or vote in the Chi- 


cago Convention. All their hopes are based 
upon Grant’s having a sufficient majority by 
the time the Convention assembles to control 
the organization. A full statement of the 
grievances of these two districts has been 
prepared and forwarded to Senator Logan 
at Washington i his opinion as to 
the justness of the claim. The general, 
impression here is that these irregular delegates 
have no case, the wording of the National call 
being simply injthe nature of an apportionment 
without indicating how delegates are to be 
chosen.. The call states that the basis of repre- 
sentation shall be two delegates from each Con- 
gressional District, but does not imply that 
they shall be chosen or even recommended by 
the several districts, independent of the State 
Convention. The manner of choosing delegates 
undoubtedly rests entirely with the State Con- 
vention, although the custom has heretofore 
prevailed of 
ALLOWING THE DELAGATES 

to nominate delegates to be presented to the 
Convention for its ratification. This precedent 
was departed from last night, the Convention 
elaiming the right to elect the entire delegation 
in a body, which was done, and a resolution 
passed instructing them to vote as a unit. 

The ten delegates so chosen met this morning 
and organized by electing Senator P. B. Plumb as 
Chairman, and William Thompson, of Osage 
County, as Secretary. The delegation is a strong 
one, and will vote for Grant in case the emer- 
gency of a secend choice is presented. With 
Blaine and Grant out of the race, their choice 
will de Washburne. There is not a Sherman man 
inthe entire delegation. For Vice-President, 
with Blaine, the Kansas delegates will vote for 
Harrison. If Grant is nominated, their choice 
for second place will be Gov.

PARDONS were issued by President Hayes 
in favor of William 8. Golsen and John W.

Office. The pardon of Gregg, who was Superin- 
tendent.ef the Money-Order Department, is ab- 
solute and unconditional, and relieves him alike 
from imprisonment, fine, the payment of the 
amount embezzled, and the costs of prosecution; 
while that of Golsen applies to his imprison- 
ment only, leaving the fine, penalty, and 
costs to stand in the form of an execution 
which may be satisfied provided any property 
can be found to satisfy it. Executive clemency 
was obtained in these cages only after long and 
determined effort, the application for pardon 
being strenuously opposed by the Postmaster- 
General, the Attorney-General, the Chief of the 
Money-Order Division of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment, the United States District-Attorney and 
the Postmaster in Chicago.

* COMPLIMENTARY” 


The present hope of the third-termers is 
that their candidate will be nominated by 
What is usually called a complimentary” 
vote. This term implies ordinarily the cast- 
ing of certain ballotsin a Convention for a 
local favorit without expectation, and fre- 
quently without any intention, that the per- 
son thus complimented shall receive the 
nomination. It is a vote that some one ward 
gives for one of its citizens in a municipal 
Convehtion, or some one county fora par- 
ticular candidate in a State Convention, or 
some one State for its favorit son” in a 
National Convention. Such a vote as Gov. 
Hartranft received from the Pennsylvania 
delegation in 1876, and Mr. Conkling from the 
New York delegation, without the hope or 
expectation of nominating either, was a 
“complimentary” vote. The nagers of 
the third-term movement design to give Gen. 
Grant’s “ complimentary ” votes the potency 
of a bona fide nomination. 

There has been a yigorous protest in New 
‘York and Pennsylvania against the instruc- 
tiens of the State Conventions in favor of a 
third term, It is known that the delegations 
from those two important States are serious- 
ly divided and represent a diversity of 
opinion as to the choice of a Presidential 
candidate. A very considerable proportion 
of the delegates from both States--nearly 
half, in point. of fact—will come to 
Chicago personally hostile to a third term, 
and they can only fairly express the senti- 
ments of theirconstituentsby voting for some 
other candidate. The same will be true of 
the Illinois delegation. How far the [linois 
Convention will go in the way of instructions 
will depend upon the strength which the 
third-term managers shall develop, but it is 
not at all unlikely that the outcome will be 
much the same as in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania.

The Democrats of the South, 
too, who purpose influencing the Republican 
delegations from that section, desire Grant 
nominated as the surest way to prevent the 
nomination of Tilden, When to these condi- 
tions is added the force of the promised

Suppose, in the call of States in the Chica- 
go Convention, Alabama shall lead off with 
twenty votes for Grant, and Arkansas follow 
with twelve votes for 4 third-term? The ball 
will thus have been started in motion. 
The third-term crowd will have worked upa 
great outside claque. Then follow California, 
Colorado, and Connecticut, whose votes 
will abate the third-term prestige to some 
extent. But the “enthusiasm ” will probably 
be revlved by Delaware, Florida, and Georgia, 
if those States shall vote solidly for Grant. 
Then Illinois will be called. If this State 
cast its forty-two votes for Grant, even in the 
understanding that the solid State vote be 
“ gomplimentary,” the third-term movement 
will receive an impulse that will be almost 
irrepressible. The crowd, which the man- 
agers will take good care to make up of ma- 
chine material, will yell, and stamp, and 
pound, and the impression will spread like 
contagion that Grant is the coming man. The 
machine-men have already shown their capa- 
bilities in the way of hurrahing. The solid 
„ complimentary ”’ Illinois vote will chill and 
scare the timid men everywhere who are 
simply doubtful about the third-term policy. 
The Blaine men in Kansas, and Iowa, and 
Michigan will begin to lose heart. Then, too, 
more rotten-borough Southern States, that 
will vote overwhelmingly for a Democrat 
in any case, will help swell the third-term 
flood. And so the boom will grow by accre- 
tion, until the seventy votes of New York and 
the fifty-eight votes of Pennsylvania, solid by 
“compliment,” for “one ballot,“ will carry 
the Convention off its feet, and thus make the 
nomination sure, 

This is what may be brought about in Gen. 
Grant’s case by “ complimentary” votes in a 
Convention which may be two-thirds op- 
posed to a third term and believe that a can- 
didate running on such an issue cannot be 
elected. Events may intervene to change the 
current, or a proper apprehension of the 
possibilities we have outlined may induce 
the anti-third-termers in the New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Illinois delegations to re- 
fuse their assent to a “‘ complimentary” vote 
which is designed to betray them and the 
people they represent. But if Grant be 
nominated, as he may be, in the manner we 
have indicated, it will be a curious illustra- 
tion of the dévious ways of American politics 
that so frequently bring men to the front-in 
spite of opposition that might be effective in 
the absence of machine influences. It may 
be that the anti-third-term sentiment will 
have a large majority in the Chicago Conven- 
tion, and yet be snuffed out by the agency of 
“complimentary’’ votes. 

RECONCILIATION OF GERMANY AND THE 
VATICAN. 

The difference between the liberalism of 
Leo XIII. and the conservatism of Pius IX. 
is shown by the step which the former has 
taken in the solution of the questions at issue 
between Germany and the Vatican. The 
latter regarded Kings and statesmen as ab- 
solute vassals of Rome, and demanded com- 
plete independence for the Church in Prus- 
sia, Hence/ he would never concede the 
point tf Government could interfere in 
any way in ecclesiastical matters, however 
much they might conflict with the State. 
Consequently when the Government, pro- 
voked at the action of the Vatican, passed 
the famous Falk laws for its defense 
against ecclesiastical encroachments, an in- 
surmountable barrier was raised against 
reconciliation. His successor has shown a 
different spirit in his conception of the rela- 


manifested a disposition to confine himself 
to his own province, and to ask the State to 
assent to the exercise of his prerogatives. 
This gratifying departure in the policy of 
the Vatican is shown In a letter recently ad- 
dressed by the Pope to Dr. Paulus Melchers, 
the Archbishop of Cologne, in answer to a 
commentary by the latter on the Papal en- 
cy¢lical touching Socialism. After setting 
forth the importance of a better knowledge 
and observance of Divine laws for saving na- 
tions, his desire for the largest degree of 
freedom to the Church, so that it may pro- 
claim its doctrines to the people, and his 
wishes for the happiness and prosperity of 
Germany, he says: “ Gradually, and little 
by little, hollow suspicion and its invariable 
accompaniment, unrighteous envy towards 
the Church, will cease, and the chiefs of the 
State, looking at facts in a favorable and ap- 
preciative light, will easily come to see that 
we do not interfere with the rights of others, 
and that between the ecclesiastical and polit- 
ical powers a lasting understanding may ex- 
ist, provided only there does not fail on both 
sides the will and the inclination to maintain 
peace, or, if need be, to restore it.“ This 
is the first important concession made in the 
policy of the Church, since Pius IX. had 
neither the will nor the inclination to main- 
tain peace or restore it. His policy was one 
of enmity towards the State so long as the 
State presumed to question any of the acts of 
the Church, even those which were hostile to 
it. But Leo XIII. goes even farther, and 


shows that he has this will and inclination in | 


the following statement: “We cherish this 
will so decidedly that, in view of the advan- 

‘es likely to result therefrom for public 

ler, we make ho scruple of declaring to 
thee that we, in order to hasten this under- 
standing, will permit the names of those priests 
chosen by the Bishops as fellow-workers in 
their dioceses in the cure of souls to be pri- 
marily submitted for approval to the Prus- 
sian Government.” This is a concession of 
the main point in dispute between the par- 
ties, and shows that the Pope has gone more

Prince Bismarck himself at a re- 
cent reception intimated this much, though 
what the Prussian Government will do or 
has done in the way of compromise remains 
to be seen. There isa rumor that a bill for 
revising the Falk laws is being prepared in 
the Ministry of Publie Worship, and that it 
will be pressed through quickly in order to 
relieve the difficulties now existing as speed- 
ily as possible, and restore peace between 
Church and State. As to the operation of 
this mutual form of compromise, the London 
Times says:

When the combatants have shaken hands 
together and find that they have been 
quarreling over shadows instead of sub- 
stance, they will be all the better prepared to 
move on in their respective courses without 
interference or clashing. The consumma- 
tion is as desirable in the interests of peace 
as it is in those of German unity, for when 
this peace is concluded no further barrier 
remains against the latter. It was the one 
work left for Bismarck to accomplish in his 
great work of consolidation, and, this accom- 
plished, he might well retire satisfied with 
his success.

THE, HISTORY OF A MACHINE ORGAN. 

The final victory of Mr. Charles A. Dana 
over his former newspaper partners in III 
nois, by the enforced payment of a judg- 
ment in his favor for $10,388.69 and the trans- 
ferof the litigation from the victimized stock- 
holders to Gov. Cullom, who was alsoa 
stockholder in the newspaper enterprise, as 
defendant, furnishes the occasion for a brief 
sermon on newspaper enterprises generally, 
and machine organs especially. 

In 1864 and 656 Taz Cuicago TRIBUNE re- 
fused, as it had always done previously, and 
has done ever since, to be a personal or ma- 
chine” organ. It refused to acknowledge 
any allegiance to any person, or clique, or 
faction; it refused to be the mere mouth- 
piece through which any man could trumpet 
his own praise; it refused to be the instrument 


tL. which any man, or ring, or confederacy, 


r gang of jobbers could play and perform 
any tune which eommended itself to their 
profit and the publie's loss. It refused to be 
the conduit or the escape-pipe through which 
any corrupt or scheming gangs could vent 
their destructive poisons and dishonest ap- 
peals. Hence, in the winter of 1864’5 there 
was a gathering of the corruptionisis of II. 
nois at Springfield, and it was then and there 
decided to establish an organ in Chicago 
and destroy Tus Trisunz. The handsome 
sum of $500,000 was subscribed and 20 per 
cent cash was paid down, and in April, 1865, 
the paper was called into existence. 

In order to give the “organ” éclat it was 
decided to employ a first-class editor, one of 
National reputation. Numerous persons 
were canvassed, among others Theodore Til- 
ton, the result of which, however, was the 
choice of Mr. Charles A. Dana, of New York, 
though possibly Theodore would have been 


a better man in his place. This gentleman 


was to be paida salary of $7,500 (large for 
that time in Chicago) and was to be pre- 
sented with $100,00Pof the capital stock, sub- 
jéct only to the 20 per cent installment of 
cash. Mr. Dana promptly “paid” the cash 
installment by giving his note, secured by a 
deposit of the stock for that sum. 

It is unnecessary to relate the subsequent 
proceedings in detail. Somehow or other 
Tae TRIBUNE didn’t fail in the least; it was 
not broken down; the rings and the cliques 
at the State Capital waited anxiously and 
hopefully to be informed that Tue Tripune 
had suspended issue, but the news hung fire 
somewhere on the road. The paper con- 
tinued to be published, and people bought 
and read it, and its earnings seemed 
to be undiminished, nothwithstanding the 
new“ organ was printed in Chicago. The or- 
gan itself did not progress, though it had a 


legion of godfathers, including all the men 


who ever had or whoever expected to fatten 
on the spoils at Springfield. All the men 
who had tasted public plunder during the 
War in the shape of army contracts, cotton 
smuggling, and other spoils, and whose gains 
incited in them hopes of future distinction,— 
all worked for the new paper, which was to 


command the Northwest and dictate its 


patronage. The spring, the summer, and 
part of the winter passed away, and the 
$100,000 cash was nearly exhausted. Mr. 
Dana was hampered by the multitudinous 
character of the spoils ring of proprietors, 
and he was helpless; the machine-men, who 
were disappointed because THe TRIBuNE had 
not been crushed out of existence, laid the 
blame on Dana. They called him a failure. 
Orders were issued for the collection 
of another assessment upon the machine 
stockholders. Dana took that occasion to 
resign and escape. He sold his stock,—sub- 
ject to the lien,—pocketed the cash, shook 
the dust of Chicago from his boots, and dis- 
solved his partnership with Lilinois rings and 
robber combinations, The organ was out of 
tune. Other stockholders soon followed his 
example. Eventually the control of the 
stock fell into the hands of a wealthy banker 
at Springfield who had made his fortune out 
of the War. , 

Then a number of young men who had 
been employed on Tue TRIBUNE were se- 
duced into putting their cash capital into the 
ring’s organ.“ It became a, high protec- 
tion and subsidy advocate. The manufact- 
urers of the Eastern States were 
appealed to, and were bled freely 
and mercilesly, and many thousands 
of dollars were thus obtained and sunk. In 
the meantime the central capitalist at Spring- 
field was subjected to regular demands for 
more money, and he had embarked so much 
that he could not afford to let the thing go 
down, though Tun Tamer was still living 
and flourishing, which made the machine 
fellows green with envy and red with choler; 
but Tae Tum still lived, and actually 
declared and divided cash dividends from its 
earnings, while the organ made its owners 
bleed at every pore to keep the breath of life 
in its emaciated frame. Thus some years 
more were consumed, the organ repeatedly 
changing hands and forever sinkmg money. 
One of these rotation editors is now running 
the St. Louis “Third-Term Boomer.” We 
can’t remember all the others. Several of 
them are stil! out of jail, and a number have 
gone where the woodbine twineth. 

At last, the fire of 1871 consumed the ma- 
terial part of the establishment, and some 
time later the entire property, charter, fran- 
chise, ete., eto, were sold for $10,000, with 
which the three managers went off and 
bought a paper in one of the rural towns. 

Up to the time of the fire it may be safely 
assumed that $500,000 of good money, taken 
from the stockholders and blackmailed from 
manufacturers and from cheap but aspiring 
politicians, were irretrievably sunk,—forever 
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never to return, The world has moved away

ers, patrons, and creditors, and the organ still 
languishes, while Tue Trisune still lives 
and has flourished so bravely that, while the 
$1,000,000 has been lost to the corruptionists 
and monopolists, THe Tumor has added to 
its property and made some dividends to its 
proprietors. 

The days of mere “organs” have passed, 


from that kind of narrow and disreputable

BLAINE N KANSAS. 

The example set by Senators Conkling and 
Cameron in New York and Pennsylvania has 
been imitated by the Republicans of Kansas. 
In the former States, Conventions dominated 
by a few strong and arbitrary men overrode 
the preferences of Congressional districts, 
and instructed the delegates to Chicago to 
vote as a unit for Gen. Grant. In Kansas, 
the same action was taken in the interest of 
Senator Blaine; and to make the instructions 
still more binding the ten delegates were 
appointed on a general ticket by vote of the 
whole Convention. There is practically no 


sylvania plan and the Kansas plan. Though 
the Congressional districts in New York and 
Pennsylvania were awarded the empty honor 
of naming their own delegates, the free will 
of those delegates was stifled and suppressed 
by an ironclad vote of instructions. The 
Kansas Republicans, with more reason and 
logic on their side, named delegates to whom 
the instructions will not be distasteful, but 
who can vote for James G. Blaine at Chicago 
because he is their first choice. If delegates 
aré in honor beund to obey the instructions 
of their State Conventions, as the machine- 
politicians of New York and Pennsylvania 
assert, how much more merciful and wise 
it must be to appoint delegates to whom the 
carrying out of those instructions will be a 
joy and a delight! N : 

The friends of Mr. Blaine in Kansas would 
not have departed from the usages of the 
party in that State if they had not felt that 
strong measures were needed to defeat the 
plans of the schemers in the East. Such a 
thing as the election of delegates on a gen- 
eral ticket was never known before. It 
would not be known now but for the inso- 
lent attempt of a few Eastern managers to 
forestali the action of the Republican party 
by holding packed conventions in midwinter 
and crowding through unit rules. If it is 
proper to bind delegates in one State, it is 
just as proper to bind them.in another; and 
it is immaterial whether the preferences of 
Congressional fdistricts are nullified by the 
unit rule or by the choice of delegates on a 
general ticket. ‘The Kansas Republicans 
seem to ‘believe—and with good reason too 
—that it will not do to fighton the defensive. 
They cannot permit Blaine districts to be 
represented for Grant in the East, and allow 
the fullest liberty of action to minorities in 
the West.

WASHINGTON COUNTY DEBT. 

In another column will be found a TRW. 
UNE special from Nashville, III., of more 
than passing importance. It recites another 
one of those flagrant violations of public 
faith so lately and frequently condemned by 
the Courts. Briefly stated, the subject is 
this: In 1870 the people of Washington 
County issued $200,000 of bonds to pay for a 
like amount of stock in the St. Louis & 
Southeastern Railway Company. The Com- 
pany at once put Washington County in 
direct rail communication with St. Louis, 
distant fifty miles, The bonds were taken 
down East, and, upon the correct representa- 
tions of the Company’s agent that Washington 
County was one of the fairest agri- 
cultural districts in the State, that [t was one 
of the largest wheat-growing counties in 
Illinois, that it had no local debt, and that 
the assessed value of its taxable property ag- 
gregated $5,000,000, the bonds readily sold 
at 90 cents on the dollar, with 7 per cent 


years to run. The Railway Company not 
only gave Washington County a cheap and 
original outlet for its produce to St. Louis, but 
also extended its line to Evansville, Ind., 
giving. valuable Eastern and Southern con- 
nections. Large flouring-mills and elevators 
have been erected along the line of the rail- 
wayin Washington County, adding to the 
wealth and population, and farm-lands have 
materially increased in value. The 
interest on these bonds has been reg- 
ularly paid until this year. Now, however, | 
the County Board refuses pay any more 
interest, and demands that the bonds shall be 
surrendered and canceled at the rate of 75 
eents on the dollar. There is no pretense or 
allegation on the part of the County Board 
that the Railway Company failed in any par- 
ticular to fulfill its contract. On the con- 
trary, it is admitted that the Company has 
been reasonable in its traffic charges and 
prompt in domg business. But, individual- 
ly, the Board seeks to revive the very singu- 
lar position once assumed by President John- 
son: that when interest on a bond equal to 
its face value had been paid, then the princi- 
pal should be canceled, We hope, for the 
fair fame of one of our richest agricultural 
counties, that its County Board will assume 
no such reprehensible and indefensible po- 
sition. It would be a disgrace, not only to 
its people, but to the State. The debt is an 
honorable and just one, and should be paid, 
principal and interest.

or by the election of delegates on a general 
ticket by other strong Blaine States; and in 
the end the trick df the managers in Penn- 
sylvania and New York may cost them more 
than it gains for them. Contesting delega- 
tions in any case will stand on the same foot- 
ing, and if those from the West are admitted 
for Grant, those from the East must be admit- 
ted for Blaine. | 

One other lesson is to be derived from the 
action of the Kansas Convention. Gen. 
Grant has always been very strong in that 
State. He had immense majorities in 1868 
and 1872, If he were able to come before the 


stead of a third term, he would meet with 
practically no opposition in the nominating 
Convention or elsewhere. All the faults of 
his two Administrations might be crowded 
into one, and still the people of Kansas, re- 
membering his great military services to the 
Republic, would be for him almost unani- 
mously. But they are not for him as a can- 
didate for . ts which no American has 
ever before asked the people to confer. They 
are not for him as. one worthy of that which 
Washington, Jefferson, Madison, Jackson, 
Monroe, and Lincoln did not aspire to. The 
Kansas Convention, by a larger vote than 
was obtained for hird term either in the 
New York or the Pennsylvania Convention, 
emphatically refused to be à party to the ar- 
rangement. And Kansas has always been 
true to the Republican party, even when 
New York and Pennsylvania have not been. 

The strong hold that Mr. Blaine has on the 
affections of the people was well illustrated 
in this Kansas Convention. The galleries in 
this case, as in New York and Pennsylvania, 
were all for Blaine. Nothing could repress

Ir was ex-Senator Wadleigh, of New 
Hampshire, that engineered an extension of 
the Voelter patent wood-pulp monopoly 
through Congress on the night of March 3, 
1877, as that body was on the eve of adjourn- 
ment.

The holders of it had already fattened off of 
the publishers for fourteen years, but, not 
satisfied, wanted seven years’ more suckage, 
of which they already have enjoyed three. 
The clear profits of this corrupt and fraudu- 
lently extended monopoly are said to exceed 
a million a year, of which plander 
Warner Miller of New York and W. 
A. Russell of Massachusetts, members of 
Congress, are pocketing about $300,000 per 
annum. Frye, of Maine, is the hired attor- 
ney of the fraudulent patent for the monopo- 
lists in his State. His chief b on the 
Ways and Means Committee and in Congress 
appears to be to defend and protect this 
fraudulent wood-pulp monopoly. Senate 
bill No. 1,401, reeently introduced by Senator 
Call, of Florida, proposes a repeal of the 
fraudulent Voelter patent” (Vulture, it 
should be called), and the press should turn 

ir attention to this matter. The extension 
of the patent, as stated, was sneaked through 
Congress in its closing hours March 3, 1877, 
under a deceptive title, and was signed by 
Gen. Grant just as his term was expiring. A | 
bill passed under such circumstances should 
be repealed, and the authors of the trick held 
up to scorn and condemnation.

Tue Greenback vote has been steadily 
dwindling during the last few years. In 1878 
the Greenbackers in New York cast 756,133 votes; 
in 1879, the Workingmen’s and National tigket 
received but 20,286 votes. This year dissensions 
have broken out in the party, the State Conven- 
tion at Albany was a failure, and it is believed 
no efficient organization will be kept up. In 
Pennsylvania the organization is still in excel- 
lent condition, but the votes have disappeared 
to a great extent. In 1877 the new party polled 
52,854 votes in Pennsylvania for State Treasurer; 
in 1878 it gave 81,758 to its candidate for 
Governor; and in 1879 it marshaled only 27,207 
for its State ticket. In Illinois the party polled 
17,233 votes in 1876 for Cooper for President, and 
65,673 votes for Cronkite for Treasurer 
in 1878,—electing a § Congressman in 
the Bloomington District, and seriously 
endangering the election of Repub- 
licans in two other districts. But, with the rea- 
son forthe existence of the party gone, it is 
hardly possible that it can poll one-quarter as 
many votes this year as it did in 1878. The 
former Greenbackers will return in large num- 
bers to their old party relations. They have be- 
come in the interim tolerably independent of 
machine-dictation. They cannot be bulldozed 
or whipped into the traces, It behooves the Re- 
publican party, therefore, to take such wise and 
conciliatory action that they can cheerfully and 
spontaneously support the’ whole ticket from 
top to bottom. Those candidates should be se- 
lected for the highest and the lowest offices who 
offer the least reasonable ground for opposition 
on any score, and upon whom. the whole party 
can most cordially unite.

IMMENSE DAMAGE FROM DROUGHT—INCREASE OF

CAPTURE OF COL. SYNGE AND WIFE—THE MAN 
WHO WAS RANSOMED FROM THE BRIGANDS 


FOR $60,000. 

Pall Mali Gazette. 

Col. James Baker writes to us as follows: “I 
have just received an account of the capture of 
Col. Synge, and as it may be interesting to his 
friends and your readers I hasten to give you 
the purport of it, together with a description of 
his house and farm, derived from personal ac- 
quaintance with the locality. Col. Synge’s house 
is a large substantial one-storied stone building, 
occupying an area of about 6 feet by 40 feet with 
a tower in the centre containing a second story. 
The entrance is by an iron door at one end of 
the house, admitting to a small hall and stair- 
case adjoining a storeroom, and cut off by a 
thick stone wall from the remainder of the 
ground-floor, which is fitted up as a granary, 
with windows protected by ironbars. The up- 
per floor and tower are used as a dwelling- 
house, and there is a broad wooden veranda 
on the south side, projecting from the 
upper story and supported from the ground by 
wooden posts. Thb hinse is admirably adapted 
for the purpose for which it was built, but not 
for defense, inasmuch as the wooden véranda 
gives cover to the assailants while forcing the 
lower windows. Within thirty yards of the 
dwelling are stables and dog-kennels, and just 
beyond these the house occupied by the sou- 
bassi and semens (bailiff and gardes-cham- 
pétres); while scattered about near are a dozen

| is composed of arable and pasture land, inter- 
spersed with junie, and it lies in the plain on 
the border of a large forest which stretches to 
the foot of Mount Bermius, aboutten miles dis- 
tant. The farm, although unnamed in the maps, 
may be localized as adjoining the Village of 
Kapsochori, on the banks of the River Vistritza 
(Helle mom). Col. Synge had just returned from 
his mission of charity on the Eastern Roumelian 
frontier, and had retired to rest on a dark and 
wild night, with heavy snow falling, when he was 
aroused by the sound of several shots in the 
direction of his soubassi’s house.

VICTOR HUGO. 
How He and Sarah Bernhardt Posed 
| Before the People. 
| Parts Correspondence New York World. 

The quantity of flattery that has been poured 
out is beyond all computation. It has been as 
the precious ointment that ran over Aaron's 
beard. The good old man has been drenched 
with it. Copée in the verse delicately 
said that Hugo was to enjoy the double 
honor—first of becoming a centenarian, 
andthen of becoming immortal. One of the 
journals makes him a figure in the new Trinity, 
of which Shakspeare and Aschylus are the two 
other personages. Another thinks that the 
Théatre Frangais on the night in question was 
not so much a place of amusement as a temple 
where a god was being publicly venerated. You 
will bearin mind that Hugo has lived on this from 
his earliest age as a writer. He never knew 
what it was not to be celebrated. His first 
competition verses fora prize poem attracted 
the notice of Chateaubriand, who in all the 
sublimity of his fame stopped to pat this young- 
ster on the back and to call him “enfant sub- 
lime.” This uniformity of success is one of the 
rarest things in literature. Mogt men arrive at 


a position slowly, correcting one fault after an- 
other, until they on their natures for tri- 


umph. The odd thing is that Hugo has never 
been sated by the feastof praise. It is still as 
dear to him as ever. It is his morning dram, 
which freshens him for the work of the day; it 
18 8— nightcap, which soothes him gent- 
to rest. 
‘The birthday féte which followed the fete of 
Hernaui found the family and friends united 
at dinner at a house in the Avenue d’Eylau. 
The dinner over, the old man had to pass into 
the drawing-room and receive and return the 
compliments of about 300 people, again repre- 
sent the élite of the Parisian literary society. 
But long before the last of the 300 had left the 
premises they put him to 3 
short interval of rest and careful — 
served to train him for the grand ceremoni 
dinner of last night at the Continental 
Hotel.

He itively did not know Mounet 
Sully, who has n playing the hero of “ Her- 
nani for over a hundred nights. He seemed to 
blankly through and through many a cele- 
ty, as though wonde what one 
done. The managers of him are aware of this, 
and nurse him carefully,taking care that he 
shall not be overwheimedin the press of com- 
pliment. Paul Meurice follows him about like 
the trainer of a crack estrian, or, 
for a somewhat more suitable comparison, 
like the Lord High Chamberlain of a 
Prince. A Prince he certainly is in his pres ent 
standing. It is a sort of brevet of intellectual 
rank to have a word of p from him. All 
this is exceedingly unsound, I believe, but I 
have no time to stop and prove that; it is a 


part of French human nature, and that is 


enough for me. The ordeal must be terrible. It 
must require 8 nerves in the first instance 
to receive the full charge of felicitation, and a 
very ready wit to ooin on the spot an immediate 
and appropriate reply. 

There was one persen to divide the .honors 
with him last night—Sarah Bernhardt—the only 
woman present at this “ Hernani” dinner, as at 
the first. The old man received her with in- 
finit politeness, 2 as it were, to abdicate 
his throne in order to piace her in the full light 
of homage. There is.a double grace in his gal- 
lantry,—a grace of his nationality and of his 
age. Sarah was not to be outdone; she seemed 
to say, No., I would usurp this position from 
any one but you, but even my claim as a 
woman must yield to yours as a poet.” There 
is a pretty struggle between them which shall 
put the other forward, and it delights us all be- 
yond measure. We stand in asemi-circie, six 
tin steadily gazing on these two. Both are

o it, and they take it without moving a 


muscle, at least without moving a muscle in 
agitation, for as to Sarah she is all graceful ac- 
tion from the moment of ber entry, She is never 
still; she seems to be trying to de- 
cupy two places at once to prevent 
you from seeing how thin she is. It is 
an optical illusion in the interest of her reputa- 
tion for a good figure. She is artistic to her 
fingers’ ends—partieularly to her fingers’ ends. 
She wears the long gauntiet gloves in fashion, 
reaching far above the elbow, but instead of 
straining them as women might, she leaves them 
all loose and creased, which distinctly adds to 
the effect. She wears them like a grande dame 
too much used to such fineries to, quite care 
how they look. All this, of course, has been 
carefully studied, for Sarah knows the art 
of pleasing all through. Where fit is neces- 
sary she has it. Her white satin dress is, 
as it were, molded on to her back. You see the

They are to come out after 
his death, and, as Cop has prophesied for 
him a hundredth birthday, the company at the 
Theatre Francais naturally does not like the 
prospect of such a long “ stage wait.” When 
were they to have the first night of “ Torque- 
mada’? asked Delaunay, in  supplicat- 
ing tones. The old man said no word, but 
looked inscrutably at the table-cloth, and 
played with his fork. Still it was a moment 
of triumph not likely to be surpassed in its yield 
of pleasure by anything that might come after 
it.

At,the 
commencement of the eighteenth centu aul 
Lucas saw these obelisks; Le Maire, Dominique 
Jauna,the Baron de Tott, Van Egmont, Hey- 
man, Poeocke, and Savary had visited them; 
but the traveler who best described them was 
Norden, who gave a minute description. They 
existed then amid the ruins of an edifice made 
of marble, granit, and verd antique, supposed 
to be either the palace of Alexander, au edifice 
erected by the Ptolemies, or the palace of Cesar. 
The obelisks popularly attributed to Cleopatra 
and called her needles were, however, not erect- 
ed by Cleopatra, but in the reign of Augustus, in 
his seventh year, B. C. 24-23, reckon the first 
Egyptian regnal ear B. C. 30, in which Cleo- 
patra died. T appears from the in- 
scripton found by Mr. Dixon on the bronze 
crab or scorpion placed under the erect obelisk, 
four of which supported it upon its They 
had been already seen, but not perfectly recog- 
nized, by the Baron de Tott. The four sides of 
the obelisk nearly faced to the points of the 
compass, and, from the construction of the 
pavement, the lines discovered by Mr. Dixon 
show that they had been used as gnomons. A 
concave dial. Also, with Greek ci rs, not 
earlier than Auyustus, was found at base of 
one of the Alexandrian obelisks, and presented 
in 1852 by Mr. J. Scott Tucker to the British 
Museum. There is some discrepancy between 
the insoriptions on the north and west sides as 
give.. by Norden and others. It seems that these 
two sides, which are turned toward the Mediter- 
ranean, are the most destroyed by sea air. The 
inscriptions on the most perfect sides have been 
repeatedly published by Kircher, in the De- 
scription de |’ pte,’ and Champoilion in his 
‘Monuments.’ The most complete copy, bow- 
ever, is that supplied in Burton's ‘ Excerpta,’ pl. 
lii., which gives the four sides and has been col- 
lated with the others. 

“The pyramidion on the first side has the fol- 
lowing representation: On the right side is 
Thothmes III., represented as a sphinx, seated 
on 4 * or pedestal, the same as f the so- 
call standard, facing to the right.

OUR BANKRUPTCS. 

SLOW PROGRESS MADE IN DISPOSING OF THEM.

The only immediate yment 
that was necessary was one of $25, which had to 
be paid into Court as security for the ment 
of the Clerk’s fee. Under such favorable cir- 
cumstances a flood of applications arose 
which it took the Clerks of the Court several 
weeks to docket, and, though twenty months 
have passed since then, there are still a vast

The members of the Board of Trade will-vote 
to-day on two propositions,—one to compel 
warehousemen to store property under cover, 
and the other to semi-legalize the ringing- up 
or settlement of trades by “rings.” The first 
proposition, if carried, will do away with the 
custom in vogue many years past of packers 
storing pork and tard on the prairie or in their 
yards without being covered. It is claimed by 
some that the barrel or tierce becomes 
dirty and more or less injured by being 
exposed to the elements, and thereby detracts 
from the value of the product, and, inasmuch 
as those who carry the product receive very fair 
compensation, it seems but reasonable that the 
property should be properly taken care of and 
put under shelter. The second proposition, if 
adopted, wtll merely add to the rules of the 
Board of Trade a clause authorizing the legality 
of “ringing-up"’ speculative transactions made 
on the Board. It will not change the custom 
which has been in vogue for some years past. 

It is stated that some changes for the better 
are shortly to bt made in the New York market 
telegrams sent to the Board of Trade. There is 
certainly room for improvement, not only in the 
New York butinthe Liverpool and London 
telegrams. Quantity seems to have been the 
rule of the past, but now, it is hoped, we are to 
have quality. 

Dispatches received from New York during 
the afternoon stated that the stocks of wheat in

American Grain in Huasesia.

We are not the only people affected by Amer- 
ican competition. The Russians are compiain- 
ing deeply of it. For some time past the strug- 
gie between them and the Yankees for the su- 
premacy of the European corn-trade bas been a 
severe one, but now the Americans have so far 
developed their strength that they have actually 
had the audacity to c&rry corn to Odessa, which 
is just as vating as we should find it if they 
commenced to ship conl to Neweastic. A few 
days ago an American vesset is reported to have 
touched at Odessa with a cargo of corn for the 
famine-stricken people in the Caucasus. One 
would have thought that, as corn is as plentiful 
as dirt in theinterior of Rus ia. it would have 
been cheaper ty) have exported the grain from 
Odessa, instead of bringing it all the way 
across the Atlantic. But this does not appear to 
be the case. Thanks to the corrupt system of 
subsidizing the railways of Russia and the stcam- 
boat communication in the Black Sea, ‘the 
freights charged are so excessive that the mer- 
chants at Tiflis find it cheaper to bring over — 
from America. During last autumn the 1 
vincial papers of Russia frequently complained 
that thousands of tons ot corn were rotting 
niongside the Southern railways, owing to the 
absence of proper granaries to protect it from 
the weather and the inadequacy of the rolling- 
stock to transport it to the gca. Asan instance 
of the badness of Russian räilway orgnunization, 
the Odessa Pravda mentioned that, owing to the 
goods station of the Odesea Rallway being situ- 
ated a mile and a half from the export quay, the 
cost of conveying the corn in wagons from the 
trucks to the foreign steamers was heavier than 
of the grain all the way from 


essa to ndon.

Texas, March 2. About thirty miles south- 
east of Fort Worth, and two miles west of Cle- 
burne, in what is known as the Elm Valley, is a 
pretty little homestead, consisting of a two- 
story brick house; built something on the style 
of a Mexican hacienda, and a number of out- 
buildings, allset down upon a velvety plat of 
green. Back from the buildmg rolls mile after 
mite of gentle undulating prairie,a large por- 
tion of which is devpted to stock-raising, while 
here and there are patches of corn and 
oats, showing that agriculture is not 
wholly neglected.

T. J. Chambers,—landing in the “ Lone-Star” 
in April, 1887. In 1898 he made his 
way to the frontier,and located in Robertson 
County as a practical surveyor, which business 
he followed ten years. He was then elected to 
the office of District Surveyor, his district com- 
prising the territory of about ten counties. In 
this business he had to penetrate far into what 
was then wild Indian haunts, and his encounters 
and hairbreadth ‘scapes would put some of the 
Beadle dime, novel characters to the blush. 
After the close of the Civil War he migrated to 
Johnson County, and opened a farm, partly com- 
prising the present site of Cleburne,—donating, 
in conjunction with Col. W. F. Henderson, one- 
half of 100 acnes of land, to which the county- 
seat was removed gi 1867. He then conducted 
the business of merchandising, in connection 
with his farming, for about three years. In 1871 
he opened a private exchange and banking office.
